NOR did he know of the 574, 500 J. Stock, pretended to be fold, *till an Ac- 
count thereof was required by the Honourable Houſe of Commons ; or of the ſelling 
any Stock or Subſcriptions pledg'd to the Company for Security of Money lent. 

NOR docs he know how an Addition came to be made of 250,000 l. to the 
firſt Subſcription ;' or of 500,000/. to the Second, otherwiſe, than that the 
Sub-Governour declar'd them to the Court of Directors, of which Additions he 

had no Part, neither doth he know who had. | 
NOR did he hear of any Deficiency in the Third Subſcription, *till near 
Three Months after it was taken; or of any Deficiency in the Fourth, till ſome 

Time after it was taken: Nor was any Money on thoſe Subſcriptions return'd 
to him, or any of his Friends. 

-» THA T when the Money on Subſcriptions was paid in, he declar'd his Opi- 
nion to pay off the Redeemables; and when it was reſolv'd to lend Money on 
Stock, he never knew of, nor gave his Conſent to any Money lent, beyond the 
Sums and Securities limitted by the Court of Directors; and he join'd with 
the Committee, in giving Orders to make out Defeazaxces for all Money ſo lent; nor 
did it proceed from any Act or Conſent of his, that they were not taken.
